Taurus Moon is conjunct Neptune which still further 
increases its receptivity. These three planets in Taurus 
would make Cayce so attuned to other world forces 
that he would at times find normal life difficult.

He shines as an example that 
no man is greater than his ability to humble himself 
to another. The further implication is that marriage is 
NEVER an impediment to spiritual growth or pscyhic 
development. All of his work with karma was to teach 
people the value of Universal Love (Venus in Pisces in 
the 8th house of other people’s values). 

This message was so important for mankind that 
Cayce was also given Uranus in Leo in the 1st house 
so that his impact would be extremely powerful. And 
yet, he never used power for the sake of power. Through 
his 1st house South Node he was aware of the destruc¬ 
tive impulses stimulated by the ego, and he taught 
that man’s ego keeps on creating and recreating the 
karma he brings upon himself. 

Whenever we are dealing with an evolved soul, the 
Virgo South Node represents prior life purification. In 
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addition, with so many of his planets above the horizon, 
particularly the 9th house Moon, much of his own per¬ 
sonal karma was already taken care of before this 
incarnation. 

Perhaps the only negative thing in the entire 
chart would be the Mars-Jupiter conjunction in the 
5th house, which at times pushed him a bit too hard 
(Capricorn). And yet, this was necessary for him to 
create a work so monumental that the Piscean subtlety 
of his message would be eventually realized. 

Through his 8th house Pisces Sun, he was to impart 
to mankind a legacy of understanding so that one day 
man would come to know that all his suffering is the 
direct result of his own causes.
